HOW LONG IN KOREA? 

Everyone at home Hopes our rield com- 
manders know what theyre talking nbout 
when thoy nay the war la over In Korea. 

The valiant American retroat down the 
peninsula and the game «tnnd our soldiers 
ha,ve been maklntt (or wecka In their nar- 
row bridgehead and the amphlbloua assaulU 
at Inchon and other places stand out as 
bright chapters In U. B. military history. But 
Inevitably they are deeply tinged with Uie 
grlmnta and bitterness that rocs with dc- 
Ine outmanned and outgunned. _ 

The generaU teU us In effect that were 
itartlng a Ireih page In a new chapUr. But 
no one should imagine that It wlU maKe 
bree»y, light-hearted reading. 

No matter how confident our leaders may 
be of final victory, too-ready optimism over 
the quick collapse of tha North Korean 
enemy seems Ul-advlsed. 

First of an, we don't know yet that the 
Russians who are directing the North Kor- 
eans win not continue to pour ajnple slocHa 
or new and powerful weapons Into the battle. 
If the RuMlans decide to do that, some of 
tfio equipment will get through despite tho 
pounding that allied (Hera are giving North 
Korean transport. 

Wa do know that the. North Koreans have 
(ar from exhausted their avftllablo military 
manpower, even without drawing upon any 
Chinese communist units. To bo sure, these 
reserves undoubtedly would not be as well 
trained as the forces originally used by the 
North Koreans, But they might obstruct out- 
path for considerable time. 

Nor can any American leader bo confident 
that tho Chinese reds would not throw some 
of their battle-toughened divisions Into the 
fray to prolong the conflict and keep tho 
North Koreans from being rolled up beyond 
the 38th parallel. 

Apparently U. S. officials think this Isn't 
going to happen. But they don't really know. 
And can't know until the American offen- 
sive develops and the Russians and Chinese 
are put to that test. 

In other words, the most critical declslona 
tho enemy must make— thoso ' which most 
seriously affect the duration of the war — 
havo either not yet been made or have not 
become evident. So It Is foolish for us to talk 
ghbly about eruehlng the oppoaltlon awlftly. 

Wo do enjoy one advantage that might 
make for a fairly speedy North Korean de- 
feat. Questioning of prisoners discloses that 
North Korean raoralo doesn't atond up well 
under reverses. Easy victories have long since 
stopped for them. They may lose the will to 
■fight when the full weight of U. S. men and 
material Is throvm at them. 

But until such a collapse In morale actually 
occurs, It's risky to count upon It. Right now 
-J .-.ttilmB- to'ba -cloased .as '-wishful thinking. 
_^^Wa^5jLgQtJaJwunie,Jfltour^Bm.Mlety^_^ 
thft eriemy'wlll be as tough tn defeat ITKS" 
. wao in victory. We've got to expect the worst. 
If It doesn't happen that'll bo our good luck. 

THE POCATELLO ELECTION

By a vote of more than three to one, they 
tossed out the old mayor- council form of 
government and adopted the city manager 
plan.

Twin' Falls, of course, enloys the distinc- 
tion of having been the first city in the state 
to adopt t^e city managSr plan, and the vast 
Improvement In this city's administrative 
alfalri no doubt had some Influence on the 
outcome of the Focatello election. 

It'a not surprising that the people of Fo- 
catello would vote for such a change, even 
though there was strong opposition by those 
who didn't want to give up the city's presenl 
type of government. 
More and more 'cltlej are coming to the 
I reolliatlon that tho old type oi city gov- 
ernment Is out-moded, coaUy and Inefllclpnt. 
Under the city manager ayatem there la a 
greater opportunity for bualnesa-Ilke admin- 
istration, providing the manager Is thor- 
oughly qualified. 
I Nampa. Caldwell, Lewlaton.and Idaho FalM 

I are giving the city manager plan serious con- 
sideration and It Is quite probable that sev- 
eral of these cities will make the change 
before long. 

But getting back to things algnlflcant In 
tho Focatello eloctlon. Again, It was the utne 
old story. On an issue so Important as chang- 
ing the citz'a type of Bovernment; onli-.one-. 
fifth of the registered voters turned out to 
express their preference! 

In this one particular respect. It «o hap~- 
pens that the election probably turned but 
for the city's good. But think at the negh- 
gence this demonstrates on tH« part of all 
those disinterested voters who were so de- 
linquent In their responsibilities as clUien.v 
If anything ever goes terribly wrong with 
this country— and who can say positively 
that It won't7~the people will bave no right 
to complain. Thoy will have only themselves 
.to blarnn '
